In ‘Cold War’ 


‘Giant Eye’ 
At Palomar 
Is Tested 


PASADENA (#) — The 200- 
inch “giant eye” telescope at 
Palomar mountain has. reached 
out 1,000,000,000 light years into 
space in test work, California In- 
stitute of Technology announced 
today. One light year is approx- 
imately six trillion miles. 

Astronomers who have been 
studying the test “shots” for sev- 
eral weeks said the _ telescope 
photographed nebuli a billion light 
years away, or twice as far as 
the best work ever accomplished 
with the 100-inch telescope at 
Mt. Wilson observatory. 

A range of one Dillion light 
years was the maximum for 
which the Palomar instrument 
was designed and Dr. Ira S. Bow- 
en, director of both Mt. Wilson 
and Palomar’ observatories, pro- 
nounced the tests successful, de- 
spite the fact the “giant eye” mir- 
ror is not yet perfect.

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Economy Plan 
ls Debated 


WASHINGTON (#)—Senator 
O’Mahoney (D-Wyo.) predicted 
today a majority of the senate- 
house economic committee will ap- 
prove a report generally backing 
President Truman's proposals for 
a sound economy.

But he indicated that the 
Democrats probably will back up 
the recommendations of the docu- 
ment. 

The report was prepared by 
QO’Mahoney and the committee 
staff.

is to present the nation as divid- 
ed into “special interests,” rep- 
resenting “the privileged few" 
and wickedness—and “the peo- 
ple,” representing everybody else 
~-and virtue. 

The President, who is encoun- 
tering in Congress opposition to 
uncritical acceptance of his legis- 
lative proposals, pulled out this 
formula at the Jefferson-Jackson 
Day dinner. “The special in- 
terests are fighting us just as 
if they never heard of November 
the second. For them, campaigns 
and elections are just prelimin- 
ary . matches—-the fight in 
the Congress is the main issue 
with them.” These “special in- 
terests . . . work through their 
lobbies and pressure groups, 
through the editorial pages and 
columnists and commentators 
they control,” while “all we have 
on our side is the people.” 


When, however, one tries to 
identify these “special interests” 
versus “the people,” a few facts 
interfere with no simple an align- 


ment. ‘The people” didn’t speak 
in unanimous chorus November 
2. In fact, not quite half of 
them voted for President Tru- 
man and the Democratic party— 
tO be exact, 4914 per cent. And 
44,11 per cent voted for. Mr, 


Dewey, while the rest voted for 
minor candidates. There is no- 
thing in the American govern- 
mental system which disfran- 
chises for four years “the peo- 
ple’ whose candidates and par- 
ties lost in the election, 

The disfranchisement of politic- 
al minorities is a pattern, not 
for democratic government but 
for totalitarianism. In the Amer- 
ican system, campaigns and elec- 
tions are “preliminary matches.” 
The legislative power remains in 
Congress, where alone the peo- 
ple are more or less proportion- 
ately represented, And since all 
the people did not vote for the 
President, his party or his pro- 
gram, it is not likely that in 


Congress, where they are propor- 
tionately. represented, his 
go through 


pro- 


gram will without 








The “special interests” boil 
down to those people who don’t 
agree with the President. 


Actually, the President waged 
his campaign by as calculated an 
appeal to “special interests” as 
we have ever seen. Organized 
labor, which also maintains pow- 
erful lobbies (or are we misin- 
formed?) and also prints full- 
page ads (or have our eyes de- 
ceived us?) voted for President 
Truman in order td have all def- 
initions of the rights and respon- 
sibilities of trade unions repealed. 
That is not the attitude of “the 
people,” but of a powerful and 
numerous section of them. 

The farmers, by and _ large, 
voted for the President because 
under a system of supported 
prices they are enjoying excep- 
tional prosperity. They, too, vot- 
ed according to a “special inter- 
est.” 


All groups identify the national 
welfare with their own interests, 
and democracy works out as. the 
balance between pressures. No- 
body ever quite gets his own 
way. 

The “special interests,” we are 
told, ‘work through ... the edi- 
torial pages, colimnists and com- 
mentators whom they control.” 
This concept of “controlled” edi- 
torialists also fits in which no 
picture I recognize from nearly a 
generation of journalism. The 
President has just had a run-in

ests” appear at the editorial con- 
ferences daily held in every news- 
paper? 

Actually, of the pressure on the 
political writer-—-apart from his 
own limitations, convictions and 
prejudices —- the greatest is the 
risk of unpopularity. In an age 
of organized pressure on news- 
papers from groups -in the pub- 
lic, the temptation to the col- 
umnist or commentator is ‘to in- 
tellectual and moral timidity, Of- 
fend a single powerful group, 
oppose some popular fallacy, and 
the ax will fall. “The people”

are the arbiters, but “the peopie,” 
in effective action, are organized 
by no means distinterested. 


Nor is government disinterest- | 
ed. Its interest is to turn writers | 
into its own propagandists, and 
break the necks of its critics by 
exposing them as instruments of 
“special ‘interests.” 

These interests, however, are 
always, curiously, unnamed. They, 
too, have votes.

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FRENCH SAY 
ARMY MAJOR 
SOVIET SPY 


BY CARL HARTMAN 

PARIS, (#) — The French gov- 
ernment gaid today a communist 
army major has confessed turn- 
ing. army documents over to “a 
foreign military attache.” 

The attache was not identified, 
nor was the country he represents 
named. 

A communique issued by the in- 
terior ministry said an army cap- 
tain was questioned ahout his 
“relationship” with the major and 
about “defense documents” he is 
charged with turning over to a 
communist magazine. 

The semi-official French news 
agency said the major, Louis Teu- 
lery,"had given arms production 
secrets to a ‘popular democracy.” 
This is the term the communists 
usually “use to describe the coun- 
tries they dominate in Eastern 
Europe.. 

The other officer was identified 
only as Captain Azema, an in- 
structor of airborne troops. Six 
persons thus far have been jailed 
in the current purge of commu- 
nists. The other four, arrested 
last week, included an aircraft 
draftsman and three newsmen. 

Major Teulery, 37, is a former 
resistance leader now attached to 
the French army’s administrative 
center. In 1946 and 1947 he was 
assistant chief of the counter-in- 
telligence service in the munitions 
ministry. 

The communique said he admit- 
ted handing over “numerous docu- 
ments” which he had been able to 
collect in hig jobs in the offices of 
the ministry of ‘munitions and na- 
tional defense. 

The ministry said the case was 
connected with the one against 
Robert Penillaut, business man- 
ager of the communist weckly 
“France D'Abord” (France first), 
who was arrested Friday.

The petition, field by Richards’ | 
attorneys, said he had been ill for | 
some time and as a result had | 
been “impatient and impulsive.” 

“He now realizes that some 
groups have abused his fear of | 
commutism to their own ends,” it 
added. 

It described Richards as main- 
taining a relationship with his em- 
ployes similar to that “in a fam- | 
ily.”

ERECT MEMORIAL TO NEGRO EDUCATOR

BOOKER T. WASHINGTON 
— A little 
clump of buildings surrounding a 
replica of the slave cabin in which 
Booker T. Washington was born 
is slewly becoming a living me- 
morial to the basic philosophy of 
the famed Negro educator. 

“We shall prosper,” Washing- 
ton once said, “in proportion as 
we learn to dignify and glorify 
labor and put brains and skill into 
the common occupations of life.” 

And so, on this site in south- 
west Virginia’s Franklin county, 
the Booker T. Washington birth- 
place memorial foundation pro- 
vides for young Negroes classes. in 
vocational agriculture and home 
économics and a craft shop to 


~;| teach simple manufacturing skills. 


The main classroom is a convert- 
éd barn. At Roanoke, 24 miles 
away, the foundation also oper- 
ates a trade school for 175 stu- 


|| dents. 


Future Planned

envisions bigger things to bring

Phillips realizes that the foun- 
;dation’s approach to the. problem 
of improving the Negroe’s situa- 
tion differs from that of several 
other Negro organizations. 

“The Negroes’ lot,” he says, 
“will be improved as he improves 
in the job he does. This must be 
done in cooperation with the white 
man. An attempt to force the is- 
sue seems impractical to me. ' 


Qualifications Discussed 

“Look at it this way. Suppose 
there weren’t any closed doors at 
all in industry and government 
and the jobs were given only on 
the basig of qualification. The 
,Southern Negro then would find 
himself at a greater disadvantage. 
,Our white neighbors would out- ; 
' qualify us so fast we'd be left far

Start out by educating our people 


to do their jobs better.” 

The idea for putting Washing- 
ton’s belief into practice came from 
his only surviving child, Mrs. Por- 
tia Washington Pittman, a gift- 
ed musician of 65.. She approached 
Phillips, a former member of the 
Tuskegee faculty and a devoted 
disciple of Washington. 

That was in 1945. With money 
advanced by a business firm, Rhil- 
lips went to an auction of Wash- 
ington’s birth site and the home 
of his former masters and bought 
the works for $7,800. In 1946, 
the Virginia legislature appropri- 
ated $15,000 to pay back the pur- 
chase price and restore the build- 
ings. At that time the cabin birth 
site was marked only by @ chim- 
ney and a root cellar.

the actual restoration of build- 
ings and sponsorship of the foun- 
dation came after Congress auth- 
orized a Booker T. Washington 
memorial half-dollar which could 
be sold for a dollar. 

With the aid of federal reserve 
branches, the foundation has sold 
about a million of the coins; an- 
other million have been minted 
but not yet sold and another three 
million have been authorized. 

The home of Washingtts’s old 
master was refurnished and now 
serves. as headquarters for the: 
foundation. The house afso con-? 
tains a second-class postoffice 
named in honor of the Negro lead-’ 
er.
